AD the debates in 
the world will not lessen the fact that France is 
on the dectine, and that thé evil continues to 
laugh at remedy‘as much as Jove does at lock- 
smiths. Despite every form of encouragement 
held outto the inhabitants ‘to imereaxe and 
multiply" the intricate problem remains as 
stationary as ever. The majorily, have como to 
the just and painful conclusion that the country 
is declining, and thot in « future more or less 
remote.

Alk 
kinds of ennses axist for this serious slate of 
affairs, Some attribute it to a gencral werken- 
ing of the French race. How ean that be, when 
they are precisely the oldest Provinces, such ay 
Normandy and Brittany, that continue to show 
an incretxe in the dwindling birth-rate# The 
objection to loge families in France, which is 
daily becoming stronger, arises chicily ont of 
a feeling of responsibility as to the duty of 
parents to provide permanently for their chil- 
dren, According to the Socialists, depopulation 
is the consequence of the bad laws on proporty 
and sueevssion, which render the maintenance 
of children too heavy « burden for the majority 
of persons. The spread. of insanity resulting 
from the abuse of strong drinks contributes 
enormously towards bringing abont the decline 
of France. The number of alccholic lunatics is 
quite three times as lurve as it was a quarter of a 
econtury agro, purticnlarly among women, Late 
marriages ayd . luxurions Iinbits are other 
nnqueationnble causes, to say nothing of trashy 
und immoral novely which exercise so auch 
perdition on society, Bo Jong as vice is made
